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REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council ot 


the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to your honorable body 
my thirtieth annual report on the Norfolk County Road Sys- 
Temi: 


In my twenty-fifth annual report, I referred in detail to 
the history of the Road System in this County. I would lke 
to refer now to some facts pertaining to the System of today. 
The mileage of the System is 213.3 miles, comprised of the 
following: .3 tenths of a mile of concrete, 182.4 miles bitum- 
inous surfaced, 30.6 miles of gravel surface. Some of these 
gravel roads have deteriorated to such an extent that to-day, 
they can be classed as dirt roads. The location and mileage of 
these gravel roads is as follows: Road No. 4.in Middleton 4.5 
miles, Road No. 5 between North and South Walsingham and 
Houghton 8 miles, Road No. 7 in Houghton 2 miles, Road No. 
9 in Houghton 6 miles, Road No. 11 in Charlotteville 4.1 miles, 
Road No. 12 in Woodhouse .5 miles, Road No. 14 in Windham 
2 miles, Road No. 20 between the Township of Townsend and 
the Six Nations Reserve 3.5 miles. The services required to- 
day to keep the roads in proper condition are enormous as 
compared with the time when the road system was adopted. 
At that time there were owned in the County, 619 passenger 
cars and one commercial vehicle. In the past year there were 
over 8000 passenger cars and over 1000 commercial vehicles , 
owned in this County. 


The development of the tobacco industry is responsible 
for a great increase in heavy traffic. Iam informed that there 
was 40,000 tons of commercial fertilizer trucked into the 
County during 1946, about the same tonnage of barnyard 
manure was trucked into the tobacco area, and approximate- 
ly 20,000 tons of tobacco will be hauled to the tobacco fac- 
tories during this winter. The increase in the dairy industry, 
the development of orchards and small fruits and vegetables, 
the further improvement of the Provincial Forestry Station 
and the great increase in the development of our lake front in 
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the way of summer cottages have all tended to increase the 
tonnage of the traffic, not only on the County Roads but also 
on the Township Roads. | 


About 20.years ago I referred to the depletion of the 
gravel pits in this County, and in 1928, in order to preserve our 
eravel we laid the first tar mulch roads, and by the end of 193] 
we had 41 miles of this type of road. We had considerable 
breakup in some of these roads due to drainage difficulties and 
also to the inequalities in the gravel but we still retained the 
original gravel used in these mulch surfaces. In 1936 we start- 
ed using commercial gravel from the Waterford Sand and 
Gravel Pit proportioning our quantities of stone and sand. 
This has given excellent results and I will refer to this later 
in this report. The south-western section of this County had 
to be neglected very much in regard to mulch road due to the 
cost of hauling gravel to this area. In 1938 we constructed our 
first soil stabilization with tar, at the extreme west end of | 
Road No. 9. Since that time we have laid 9 miles of this type of 
road and up to the present time we have had good results. The 
Hon. Minister of Highways visited these stabilized roads in 
1944 and expressed his satisfaction at the progress we were 
making in this type of road. I believe that many township 
roads in the western part of the County will be constructed in 
this manner due to scarcity of gravel in that part of the 
County. In fact, due to the serious depletion of gravel beds, 
the Department of Highways is recommending that all gravel 
roads be treated with the same stabilizing material to con- 
serve the material that has been applied to these roads. 


The construction program as suggested in the estimates 
were proceeded with, excepting the stabilization on Road No. 
5 on the town-line between North Walsingham and Houghton. 
~This was due to the shortagé of tar. 


Road No. 4. This work consisted of Grading and Gravelling, 
installing Culvert and Fencing of the Right of Way, 3% miles 
of grading. Approximately 25,000 cubic yards of dirt was re- 
moved, the finished grade being 32 ft wide, allowing for a 22 
it. pavement which is now the standard suggested by the De- 
partment for County Roads. 5400 tons of gravel was applied 
on the grade. It was, noted during grading operations that 
part of this road north and south of the Goshen Road, con- 
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sisted of materials that lends itself to Frost boils; if this is so, 
it may be necessary to underdrain this part. This road should 
be treated this year with calcium chloride to consolidate the 
gravel and time should be allowed for settlement of the grade 
before a bituminous surface is applied. The total cost of this 
work was $21,450.34. 


‘Road No. 9. 1.95 miles of soil stabilization with Tar was 
completed. This roadway is 20 ft. wide and 6 in. thick and 
cost $10,457.81. 


Road No. 11. 2.65 miles of Tar Mulch from Road No. 7 to 
Walsh Village. This Mulch is 22 ft. wide and 2% in. in thick- 
ness and cost $14,869.92. 


Road No. 11. .8 miles Grading and Gravelling. This grade 
is 32 ft. wide. 1,430 tons of gravel was applied. A bulldozer 
was hired for the removal of trees and cutting down a high 
bank on the west side of the road at the north end of the work. 
The cost of Grading and Gravelling and the Bulldozer was 


$4,766.50.

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I mentioned early in this report the use of gravel from the 
Waterford commercial pit. I would like to refer to one par- 
ticular piece of work in this regard. In 1937 1% miles of 
mulch was constructed on Road 9 east of Baker’s School 
House in the Township of Charlotteville. It was retreated in 
1938 and from that time until 1946 not a single break oc- 
curred in this surface when we patched 8 or 9 small holes about 
two feet in diameter. This piece of road was retreated in 1946 
at a cost of $1018.50 or at the rate of $679.00, in other words, 
the maintenance of this surface has cost $84.87. That road was 
classed at one time as the heaviest travelled road on the Sys- 
tem but since the road from Silver Hill to St. Williams has 
been completed, a portion has been diverted from Simcoe to 
St. Williams by Road 7 and Road 10.

A By-law of the Municipal Council of the County of Nor- 
folk, being a By-law to restrict and regulate the cutting of for- 
est: trees. 


WHEREAS it is deemed imperative for the general wel- 
fare of the County of Norfolk to maintain and improve the 
forest and soil, and game, and fish resources of the County 
by preserving and propagating the woodlands of the County. 


AND WHEREAS by The Trees Conservation Act, Statutes 
of Ontario, 1946, Chapter 102, Section 1, the Council of a 
County is empowered to pass By-laws; 


(a) restricting and regulating the cutting or removal of trees 
by any other method in any part of the County, and 


(b) providing for the appointment of officers to enforce the 
provisions of such By-law passed under this section. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE COUNTY OF 
NORFOLK ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


(1) No healthy well formed trees of desirable species ~ 
as listed below that do not attain to the measurement as also - 


specified below may be cut, destroyed or removed without 
special permission from The Trees Conservation Commission 
of the County of Norfolk. 


Diameter measurements taken 18 inches above the 
round sen: | 


Pine—White, Red, 14 inches. | 


Oak—White, Swamp, Burr, Chestnut, Red, Black, 14 ins. 


Maple—Hard, Red, Silver, Black, .14 inches. 
Poplar—Cottonwood, Large toothed, Balsam, 14 inches. 
Walnut—Black, White, 14 inches. . 
Hickory—Shagbark, Pignut, Mockernut, 14 inches. 
Elm—White, Red, Rock, 14 inches. 
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Cherry—Red, Black, 14 inches. 
Birch—White, Gray, Black, 14 inches. 
Ash—White, Black, 14 inches. 


Basswood, Chestnut, Coffee, Cucumber, Gum, Hack- 
berry, Sycamore, Hemlock and Tulip, 14 inches. 


Cedar—White, Red, 6 inches. 


(2) Where in the opinion of the Trees Conservation 
Commission special circumstances exist which warrant the 


‘ cutting of trees under the sizes hereinbefore mentioned, the 


said Commission may authorize the cutting of such undersize 
Trees. 


(3) No person shall cut trees or carry on lumbering or 
other forest operations adjacent to provincial, county and 
township roads within the County of Norfolk unless there 
shall be left along the said road or roads a belt of trees sixty- 
six feet in width from the limit of the road allowance from 
which may be removed only such trees as may be approved 
and marked by someone authorized by the Trees Conservation 
Commission hereinafter established by this By-law. 


(4) In the operation of cutting or removing any trees, 
no person unnecessarily injure young trees adjacent thereto. 


(5) This By-law shall not: 


(qa) interfere with the right of the owner of land to cut 
trees for his own domestic use, such as fuel wood and 
repair lumber. 


(b) interfere with any rights or powers conferred upon 
a municipality by the Municipal Act. 


(c) interfere with the rights or powers of the Hydro 
Electric Power Commission of Ontario or any other board 
or commission which is performing its functions for or 
on behalf of the Government of Ontario. : 


(d) apply to trees growing upon any highway or upon 
any opened road allowance. 


(e) apply to trees growing in a woodlot of an area not 
exceeding two acres.

(6) Any person who violates the provisions of this By- 
law shall be guilty of an offence and liable to a penalty of not 
exceeding $500.00 or to a term of imprisonment not exceed- 
ing three months. 


(7) Enforcement officers under the provisions of this 
By-law shall comprise a Commission of three members, other 
than members of Council, to be known as “The Trees Con- 
servation Commission of the County of Norfolk,’ to be ap- 
pointed by resolution of the Council and to hold office for a 
period determined by the Council, at a remuneration of $1.00 


per hour and a mileage allowance of six cents per mile for car : 


when employed or driving on the duties of the Commission. 


(8) This By-law shall come into force and take effect 
immediately after the passing thereof.
